Natural indigo and indigenous sugar are two valuable crops that are being 
threatened by foreign competition, but the Bihar sugar industry already is 
looking up, and with the larger adoption of improved methods of manufacture, 
further progress in this direction may well be expected, if the educated and 
wealthy classes of the community co-operate. 

The large textile factories are mostly located near Calcutta, but they 
are gradually extending into the mufassil, Hand-loom weaving, too, sti 
retains some of its vitality in certain districts of Bengal. Other minor in- 
dustries, too, like tanning and bone-crushing, etc., also are being started 
gradually. The more these industries are developing, the more pros erous 
are the people of the oountry r and swelling the ranks of the buyers 
of foreign goods.

The point is that the people were 
materially prosperous. 

As regards sanitary and educational progress, it is a pleasure to, note that 
through the efforts of Government deaths from fever and malaria abated. 
Drainage schemes still are not being pushed forward as gg might be, for 
want of funds, but nevertheless local bodies are steadily being induced to 
spend more and more on drainage and water supply-schemes. If this increase 
in expenditure is persevered in, we may well look forward to the eradication 
of malaria. | | | 

Reference is then made to the schemes for the drainage of the Dankuni, 

_ Howrah, Rajapur, Magrahat and other bels. When drainage of these bdeels 
is completed, others will no doubt be taken up, with resultant benefit to the 
health of the localities concerned. 

Education, especially industrial education, too, has developed during the 
year under review. (Detailed figares are here quoted for this statement.) 

Lastly, political crimes have distinctly decreased. The present journal 
was started under official patronage to set an example of sober writing to the 
extremist journals, some of which existed at the beginning of the year under 
report.
